"Sirius" on Confederation Again. 

In Saturday's issue wo esposod 
'poor Sirius" shortcomings— not to 
ubo a Btrongor expression even when 
meritod. Wo turned his argumonts 
all back upon him, and leit him like 
Sysipbus with all his work to do over 
again — a puniehmont for his cunning 
and dexterity in trying under tho 
guiso of patriotism 'to mako tho worse 
appear the cause.' But baok becomes 
again, SyBipb.a8-.liko, full of cunning- 
ly dovisod and dexterouMy put enoors 
and phrases directed at 'poor Canada,' 

'tho Yale Conspir 'the fable of 

tho Spider and the Fly,' trying to kick 
up a dust in wbioh to hide bis Gist 
defeat. But 'poor Sirius' has blunders 
ed again. His inuendoos, sneers, and 
clap-trap aro a very pool sugar-coat- 
ing for Anti Confederate pills. Since 
our expose of bis first loiter, our 
roaderh. are not likoly to swallow thorn. 
It is too apparent that clup-trap and 
insinuations aro ovidoucos of a wook 
cause. Argument t.nd facts aro what 
the public require, not inuendoos about 

•Yale connpir ,' or 'rewards for 

Confederutoe.' We might easily turn 
the tables on 'Sirius' even, if that 
mode of treating a grave publio ques- 
tion be made tho order of the day. 
"We have, however, no wish to deal 
■with tho question of Confederation in 
that way, and no intoniion to do so 
except forced upon us. Wo prefer to 
consider tho quostiou on its merits, 
leaving personalities, sneers, and clap- 
trap to the advocates of a surely- 
failing cause, or to indiscreet writers 
against Confederation. We have said 
enough to place the public on i'S guurd 
against tho 'Sirius" sohool of politi- 
cians, and will now pass on to tho 
leading pointB in our correspondent's 
last letter. 

To begin at tho beginning, he says 
that we 'miBunderetood his (first) let- 
ter.' Not at all. We understood tho 
meaning of words and sentences, and 
interpreted his letter as it was publish- 
ed, tho text of which he has not cor- 
rected. Next he says wo did not say 
•from whence this money ($142,000) 
would be derived.' Another mistake : 
for we stated in the second paragraph 
Of onr article that Canada would pay 
a subsidy to British Columbia, and in 
the Dext paragraph gave tho amount 
Henco the attempt of 'Sirius' to shuffle 
out of the matter won't do. As it is. 
he admits a mistake 'in the other side 
of the account' (which is still g : von 
erroneously by him) of $122,000, and 
reducos his first false Surplus front 
$161,900 to $19,900 ! In his next at- 
tempt to set himself right ho mny 
posBibly acknowledge tho whole truth; 
for he says that he made tbo state- 
ment, 'but yet desired information.' 
"We hope that tho 'information' that 
wo may give him will do him good, 
for we aro inclined to think that 'by a 
kind of legerdomain in figures" ho ban 
decoivod himself. 

'Sirius' asks 'why wo didn't havo 
more than seven judges?' Our 
answer is : that wo have two Supremo 
Court judges, and six County Court 
judges now, and if eight are nooossary 
before, we can see no good roason why 
eevon Bhould not be equally necossary 
after Confederation, pirticularly when 
throe out of the sovon would form a 
Court of Appt al, and tho other four 
transact County Court business. Bo- 
BidcB, wo based our estimates of 
Canadian Expenditure on tho Govern 
mont estimator, tbo same data doubt- 
less that the Government will use 
when negotiations shall havo beon 
opened with Canada on the But ject of 
Confederation. 

Next, ho says that tho Interest and 
Sinking Fund is not $150,000, but 
$120,000, and in a little more than 
threo years time, it will be reduced io 
$84,000, because one ot tho loans will 
be paid off. This is another mis Suaco 
ment and a fallacious way of putting 
it. Tbo following is a transcript of 
the Government Estimate of Interest 
and Sinking Fund :

If we udd the intereel 899,840, to the Sink- 
ing Fund 850,191, the total is 8150 037. Let 
our readers now judge whose statement is 
the most truthful, that of Sirius or ours ? The 
reflation of his «tatemcnt that tho Intoresc 
and Sinking Food is only §120,000, at pro- 
Bont, is bo transparent that we need not ad- 
duce (urther proof, and we challenge him lo 
prove to the cootrary, unless he can prove 
ilia Govarnment guilty of publishing false 
estimate!. 

The next point is his elatcment that in three 
years' lime tho Interest aud Sinking Fund 
will be reduced to 884.000 by payirjg oil one ol 
tbo loans. We will admit it merely for llie 
sake of eceing the boaring of it on Confeder- 
ation. We will Buppose that w\) ore* admitted 
into the Dominion in 1869, as tho majority 
of tho people desire, but at the end ol tho 
threa years we find that Canada will have 
incurr«J a deficit at the rale of 8257,405 
per year of 8772,215 in our behalf. The real 
Htuto of the odse would then be this : thai this 
Colony would be out of debt (for Canada 
alone would be liablo for our Publio Debt 
after' Confederation) and this Colony would 
beuefit to the extent of 8772 215 in three 
yearo by the deficit of Canada expended in 
our behalf. It does strike us ibat mukiog 
8772.215 in three years with Confederation 
when wo caouot mako a dollar of that 
amount without Confederation would be u 
very business-like trunsaoiion indeed, al- 
though ' Sirius ' may not acknowledge it. 

His noxt position is tho Ovorlaud Wagon 
Road. lie proposes to have it built as far 
as our eastern boundury line, 375 miles, at 
a cost ol $772,000. By this moans he makua 
u reduetio i of S290 000 io our estimate of 
31,012,000 for the road, and also turns the 
road into a cul de sac — one end open at Sa» 
vona's Feiry and llie other oloued at the 
waier-Bhed of the Rucky Mouulains. We 
want no such road as that ; w» want an 
Overland Road from Lake Superior lo the 
Fraeer. The whole line will be of use to ub ; 
a part will be of no value to the Colony. 
Now if Cauada takes in the North Wert 
Territory — and except she drjps wo will never 
be Confederated — she will have to con- 
utruct a good road from Lake Superior to 
Red River for immigration and commercial 
purposes. But if British Columbia is not 
admitied into the Dominion, thero will be 
no good reason why Canada should extend 
immediately the line to the water-sbed ol 
the Rocky Mountains, to Savona's Ferr*, or 
anywhere west. She could not attract immi- 
gration or commerce oo ouch a road over 
the Rocky Mountains. IJence wo would be 
as ipolated as we are now. The Overland 
Road would however briug immigration to 
us. Hence as we would have the exclusivo 
benefit of the road, wo aie justified in the 
assumption that the cost of the road from 
tho Saskatchewan to Savona's Ferry, would 
bo boroe by Canada for the immediate ad- 
vantage ot British Columbia alone; and 
therefore it ought properly to be considered 
a part of the liability of Canada in our bo- 
bali; oonseqoently the objection of 'Sirius' 
to iuolude the oost of ibe extension of the 
road from Saskatchewan to our eastern 
boundary falls to the ground. 

'Sirius 'next attacks the rate of interest 
and Sinking Fund on a loan of SI, 012,000 
to construct the Road. He fixes the interest 
at 4 per cent, and the Sinking Fund at 1 
per cent and consequently by a reckless as- 
sertion manages to reduce oar estimato of 
Caoadian expenditure. But ho might just as 
well have undertaken to reduce tho interest to 
2 per cent and the Sinking Fund to a quar- 
ter per cent, or lower still so as to enable us 
by legerdemain in figures ' to construct un 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad. Reckless as- 
sertions, however, will not borrow the money 
at low rates Our bonda havo been sold far 
below par though drawing 6 por cent interest 
wiiti u '4 par ctiai Sinking Fund. By refortnee 
to the BaleB of Colonial securities in England, 
it will be found that all Bonds issued to bo 
paid at tho expiration of a long period, if 
sold above par, draw 6 per cent interest, 
and that 5 per cent Colonial Bonds, long 
time maturing, do not bc 11 at par in Loudon, 
as 6ales of Canada, New South Wales, 
( ape of Good Hope and New Zoaland se- 
curities testify. Snch being ibe caso, Sirius 
will have to prove by the London Stock 
Market that ihe rule is Ibe reverse of what 
we have eiafd, or admit our estimate of In- 
terest and einkintr Fund to be correct. Till 
he does so, we must consider his Btatement 
so much reckless uud wnrthlesG assertion. 

Will) respect to an Imperial guaranloe on 
a loan to construct the Overland Road, we 
have no notion whuiever that it will ever be 
asked by Canada or granted by the Imperial 
Uovernraont for so petty a sum as 81,012,000. 
The only two loans that the latter ever 
guaranteed lor Canada was one in 18-18, for 
£l 500,01)0, and tho oiher in 1868 for 
£A. 000,000, to construct tho Intercolonial 
ruilway. We have consequently mude our 
estimate of the amount ond oost of the 
m noy to construct the road as it wonld be 
viowed were wo to undeituko to build ii 
without an Imperial guaruntee — a thing 
which thero iii no earthly reason to suppose 
that we would ever get in this generation lor 
such a purpose, if wo renain out of the 
Dominion. But we will, however, supposo 
that a loan to construct tbo Ovorlund Road 
wbb obtainod under an Imperial guarantee, 
at tho rates suggested by ' Suiua,' viz , 4 prr 
cent interest and 1 per coot sinking fund. Tho 
reduction in the expeodituro of Canada for 
this Colony would then be only 851,700, which 
would fliill leave the annual deficit of Canada 
ai 8205,705, and British Columbia the gainer 
to that amount. 

By another rockless dash of the pen, he 
makes the expenditure of Canada for British 
Columbia §402 590. Whereas in his first 
letter he only made it amount lo $203,100— 
a difference of $199,476! He, however, 
with tho same facile instrument reduces our 
estimate of Canadian expenditure from 
8521,713 to $402,570. But how? By re- 
pudiating $30,137 of tho annual interest and 
binking fund ; by substituting 4 per cent 
interest and 1 por cent sinking fund on an 
Overland Road Loan, which wo havo Bhown 
to be nnroosonnblo ; by reduoing the 
interest ou tho oost of the Penitentiary 



to 4 per cent, whilst 6 por cent would 
ba the lowest rate in Canada, ond 
12 per cent here loan for a potty sum 
of $50,000 ; by striking out four County 
Onurt Judges, leaving none at nil, whilst we 
havo six now ; by reducing Ihe estimate for 
PoBlmaators and Poatnl Bervice from 840,000 
toS29 000, which only gives uh u eemi- 
ocoasinnal stenmcr to and from San Francisco, 
when tho in'.oreBta of commerce and immi- 
gration require one every ton days nt loast, 
with low fares and good accommodations. 
We are surprised that he did not mako his 
reductions greater, because it is bo easy to 
do so when one makes up his mind to ignore 
facte and indulge in assertions without founda- 
tion. As an iiiBtunoo of tho latter, 'Sirius ' 
Bays that wo said that Canada would draw 
8 307,000 Irom tho Celony, and by deducting 
that sum from his estimato of Canadian ex- 
penditure, ho makes tho Canadian deficit 
$35,576, whereas in his first letter ho made 
oot that Canada would have a surplus of 
81G1.900!! But we never asserted thai 
Cunada would draw §307.000 from ibe 
Colony ; but on the oontrory, that she would 
only draw $204,308— a difference of $102.- 
G92— which ii added !o tho Canadian deSrit 
of 835,576, admitied by 'Sirius,' ii v*„uld 
mako the total deficit of Canada S138.2G8. 

Wo ore told by 'Sirius' that tho Colony 
will be out of debt in 15 yoara, if il remains 
independent, which is very doubtful, if wo 
recollect that onr deficit in 1°06 wus 8170, - 
000, and in 1867. §132,000. Wo will adroit, 
however, in order to see its bearing on Con- 
federation, that iu 15 years our public debt 
will be puid off. Let u- now suppose that we 
shall be admitted into ihe Dominion in 1809 
and let ua a6k whether Canada would be out 
of debt on our account in 15 years? Tbo 
Canadian deficit ol $138,208 founded on 
1 Sirius' ' own showing, would in 15 years 
bring Canada into debt 82,071 020 for British

yiars (the balance of the 15 years) the total 
deficit of Canada for that period for this 
Colony wou'd couscquontly bo 82 290,410 
without ii.cluding interest. If to the latter 
deficit S2 296,410 we add the deficit incurred 
by Canada during the first threo years of tho 
fifteen, which is 8772 215. ihe total deficit 
of Canada would be 83,013.031, without in- 
terest. Now which is tho best ? — to bo Con- 
lederated ? — to let Canada in 15 years get 
into aebt 83.018.(13 1 to colonize this coon» 
try ? or let the Colony remain isolated, with- 
out means lo develop its resources or teitle 
up the country — a prey to irresponsible 
officials and their harpies?

Saratoga Springs, N.Y„ Aug 14, 1863. 

A ride of eight hours from New York 
over the Hudson River Railway and 
connecting lines, landed us at this place 
rendered famous tho world over for the 
modicinul properties of its mineral 
springs, to enjoy the benefits of which 
thousands flock hither every summer and 
many remain tho year round unable to 
cast loose from the fascinating influences of 
the gay town, or wishing for the sake of 
their healths to quaff the health giving 
waters, daily. The town of Saratoga 
Springs contains from 10,000 to 12,00o 
permanent residents, and at the present 
writing, a floating population of about 
5000. Its hotels are among the iurgest 
and best kept in the world. Congress 
Hull — wbero fashion's devotees " most do 
congregate" — contains G50 rooms. It is 
tho largest hotel on the continent — the 
next largest being at Long Branch, New 
Jersey — the American Bath. Tho Union 
ruuks next to Congress Hull in size mid 
import!. nee among Saratoga hotels. The 
company at both hotols is "gay and fes- 
tive" The lady and gentleman guuns 
are dressed to tho extreme of Parisian 
fashion, and vie with each other in •'cut- 
ting a swell" through the shady avenues 
of the city, in stylish equipages. At- 
tached to each hotel is a largo dancing 
hall, where "hops'' occur nightly. On 
Tuesday and Friday nights, a small ad- 
mission-fee is collected; but on other 
nights the halls a>"e open to "all comers" 
(aa they say of scrub-rucas on the Island) 
and a queer collection is genorally 
gathered.

In 17S5 
the property on which the spring is locatr 
ed passed into the hands of an English 
family who bought it for a keg of strong 
drink from the Mohawk Indians In 
tho possession of this family or its des~ 
cendants it remained until a few years 
ngo, when the last member of the family 
drunk himself to dentil, not with water 
from his own spring, but by a strange 
coincidence of retributive justice, with 
fire-water of tlio sume "rotgut" stamp 
with which his ancestors had originally 
purchased the spring. In this instance, 
as in many others, the sin of tho father 
was truly visited upon the children to the 
third and fojrtb generations. 

The scene about Congress Spring from 
an early hour of tho morning until the sun 
has usually reached tho meridian is an- 
ointed und interesting. Crowds of peo- 
ple stream into the enclosure and take up 
places around a low circular wall, which 
encloses the mouth of tho well. Here 
they are served in turn by robust gany- 
medes, who dip up the water in tumblers 
and hand it to the thirsty gods gathered 
round ad libitum. The water is served 
free, but a notice at the entrance an- 
nounces that gratuities will not be de- 
clined by the waiters, who must reap a 
plcutiful harvest of greenbacks from the 
fieewill offerings of the guests. I assume 
that most of my readers have drunk 
Congress water, if not at the springs, 
thon the bottled foi m, and it is thoro 
fore unnecessary for me to say that to a 
novice the tusto is not pleasant; in fact, 
to judge by the wry countenances of some 
of the new - comers upon tasting it for tho 
first time, and from the rapidity with 
which they returned '.he Glled tumblers 
to the stand. I think it must have 
proved what the cockney would call 
"ncastly,'' und a Yankee "awful.'' somo 
of tho old hands, however, think nothing 
of quaffing six or eight glasses of tho 
water before breakfast as a cathartic, and 
after breakfast visiting one of the other 
springs and gulping down six or eight 
glasses there to restore a tone to the 
stomachs they had previously unsettled 
at the Congress Spring. This is intem- 
perance in a new form developed. What 
inconsistent beings we are — the best of 
us Have you never seen a poor devil 
of a drunkard pour down a quart of the 
fiery compound overnight, und tho Gr.-t 
thing in tbe morning run as fust as bis 
trembling legs will curry him into tho 
first gtOL'ijery to drink a pint or so of the 
very stuff that had up-ot his system the 
night before 1 It is said that these min- 
eral waters are not linrtful even if drank 
to un inordinate extent; but I believe 
that a man throwing into his stomach 
the water in suflieent quantity to distend 
to abuor mal dimensions is neutralizing 
the good effects which might otherwise 
result Irom its more temperate and sensi- 
ble 'use. An unnlysis of water, taken 
from Congress .Spring shows that it con- 
tains chloride of sodlu u and potassium, 
bicarbonate of magnesia, sodu and iron, 
phosphate of lime and half a dozen other 
bicarbonate phosphates, bromides, iodides 
aud fluorides, together with alumina and 
silica, iu sufficient quantity to stock a 
drug store.
